Prince Bismarck visited the emperor 
at 11 o'clock. The crown prince slept 
at Berlin last night and thia morning he 
reviewed the troops in Tempelhofer 
feld. He was enthusiaatically greeted 
in XJnter-den-Linden, where the troops 
will be filed. 


A consultation was held by the phyei- 
cians this morning. It showed the em- 
peror's condition to be less satisfactory 
than it was yesterday morning, but bet- 
ter than last evening's symptoms indi- 
cated. 
The physicians have again 
sounded the emperor's inngs and found 
thev are not affected. This strengthens 
the opinion that an abscess has formed 
in the trachea. 


The emperor appeared at a window at 
Charlottenburg castle at 12:46 and was 
enthusiastically greeted by the crowds 
that had assembled.

BOSCOB COHIIillia 
The death of Boaooe OonUing removes 
from public afiain a moat remariuble 
man. 


He was bom at Albany, N. Y., Octo- 
bOTflO, 1829, and after pumdnff hie 
•todieB in the common aehools, he re- 
ceived an academic edi|eatioii. 
After 
Btndying law he removed to Utica, N. 
T., in 1846. His talents won for him 
distinction and in 1850 he was choeen 
district attorney of Oneida county. 
He 
was elected mayor of Utica in 1858 and 
this lead to higher honors, for he was 
chcBcn a repreeentative to the thirty- 
sixth, thirty-eeventh and thirty-ninth 
congresses. 
He was elected to the 
fortieth 
congress, but 
immediately 
afterward was chosen a member of the 
United States aenate by the New York 
assembly aa a union republican, 
to 
succeed Ira Harris, a republican. He 
took his aeat in 
the 
senate 
in 
March, 1867. Twice afterward he was 
choaen to the senate and was a member 
of that body when the lamented Presi- 
dent Garfield took the oath of office. 


When the time came to choose a col- 
lector for the port of New York, Senators 
Oonkling and Piatt sought to remove 
Mr. Robertson, who then held that po- 
sition. 


Mr. Bobertson was a warm supporter 
of Mr. Blaine, and that gentleman se- 
cured his appointment and confirma- 
tion. Mr. Oonkling regarded this in the 
light of a personal rebuke, and with 
Piatt, sent his resignation to the presi- 
dent. 
~ Thus began the breach in the republi- 
can party that lead to Mr. Oonkling'a 
enforced retirement, Mr. Garfield's un- 
timely death and Mr. Blaine's defeat for 
the presidency. 


Mr. Oonkling mingled little with the 
masses, and people knew but few of hia 
personal characteristics. 


He stood in public affairs on an in- 
dividuality entirely his own and won 
proud distinction in the councils of the 
nation as a legislator, lawyer and states- 
man. 


Mr. Oonkling's public career was 
above reproach, b^ond criticism and 
marvelously clean. For these reasons 
the people never lost faith in him during 
the trying moments of hia life. 


His honesty of purpose, the purity of 
his oharacterjand sincerity of his motives, 
were accorded great weight by people of 
all parties and this fact gave him a 
power that he never failed to wield at a 
critical moment. 


His life is a study, not yet understood 
and not likely to find just appreciation 
at this day; but the time will come when 
historians will give him a proper place 
in the nation's annals and paint his char- 
acter in brighter colors than we conceive 
it 


Mr. Oonkling is a loss to the nation, 
but he joins an illustrious caravan in 
which all must move sooner or later. 


THE TRADES COUHOIL. 


\WAY Off in tne wild region of the 
northeastern part of Kentucky, where 
the natives still wear 'coonskin caps 
in midsummer, is a county named 
Rowan. It has long been notorioua 
for its lawlessness and its bloody feuds. 
Its voting population has never ex- 
ceeded 1,100, and yet, between Au- 
gust, 18^4, when a partisan feud be- 
gan with the shooting of one Solomon 
Bradley, and June, 1«H7, when there 
was a general massacre of the Ibaders 
of one of the factions, there were twen- 
ty murders and assassinations in Row- 
an County, and sixteen wounded who 
did not die, and not a single oonvio* 
tion for murder, manslaughter, or 
wounding, except for the killing of one 
man who was not identified with either 
faction. These facts are in evidence 
before a committee of the Legislature 
appointed to investigate the subject. 
It found that the county was irredeem- 
able; that the ofiScials, except a very 
few, were not only inefficient but to- 
tally depraved and corrupt; that there 
was no healthy moral public sentiment; 
that the remnant of sober, decent citi- 
zens was domineered over by the crim- 
inal element and corrupt officials, and 
that whisky was sold with and without 
license in almost every part of the 
county. Even the County Judge waa 
found indifferent to the impropriety of 
maintaining cordial social relation! 
with persons of a highly criminal char- 
acter. Being unable to recommend 
any plan for the redemption of the 
county, which was declared a disgrace 
to the commonwealth, the committee 
advises that it -fVe abolished, and its 
territory remanded back to the coun- 
ties from which it was formed. These 
counties protest. One of them says 
that it will refuse to take hack any of 
the contaminated territory. 
Evident- 
ly Rowan Coun ty is one of those com- 
munities which would stand in jeop- 
ardy of a judgment like unto »that 
which befell Sodom and Gomorrah, if 
the days of wruthful miracle had not 
passed awav. 


Thej Dedie Tluit the «roeery Glerka 
H u t Act 
Their Owb Merits. 


The Trades and Labor OooncU at Ita 
meeting iMt night, referred back to the 
(Grocery Clerk's associatioik the matter 
of early closing, with instructions to 
bring in at the first r^;ular meeting in 
May some definite plan of action which 
the council can work on. 


It was devdoped in the proceedinga 
that too much dependence was being 
placed in the council and that the clerks 
were not giving the matter proper atten- 
tion themsdv«», through a tnistaken im- 
pression that the council would do all 
the work. This idea on their part caus- 
ed the question to be sent back from 
where it originated, and until they are 
able to decide on how to conduct the 
campaign the other bodies that are as 
sisting them will be powerless to act. 


It was further decided by the council 
not to throw a boycott againat grocers 
refusing to close, but to indorse a list of 
that nature, and give it all the backing 
possible if t^e Grocery Olerks' associa- 
tion did so. This decision was made in 
accordance with the rule that each asso- 
ciation, union or assembly must pay its 
own fighting expenses, as the Trades 
and Labor council is merely a delibera- 
tive body that discusses what is beet in 
the inter« sts of labor, and upholds any 
just move that is made by labor organ 
zatioDS. 


Opinions were freely expressed that it 
would take some time to educate busi 
ness men up to the point aimed at by 
the grocery clerks, and that it was not 
policy to get too basty against a custom 
that has been in existence for hundreds 
of years. 


A POULTRY SHOW. 


Huntington Seoores the Next Exhib 
tion—The New Oflleers. 


The Huntington Herald says:

This organization has be- 
come prominently identified with the 
leading poultry interests of this country 
and has done much towards the develop- 
ment of a higher grade of domestic fowls 
in northern Indiana. But whai we meant 
to say more especially was that Hunting- 
ton has had a great honor conferred 
upon her by this association, for having 
been selected as the city in which 
hold the next yearly exhibition. The 
date of the next show is set for Januaiy

S T . 
L O D I S , April 16.—The city of St. 
Louis has an unfortimate reputation for 
rain and iuud in the spring and fall sea- 
sons and dust and heat iu the 
summer 
time. 
That reputation has stood in the 
way of every movement to bring conven- 
tions and other assemblies to the iuetropo- 
lis of the Mississippi valley. 
Neverthe- 
less, St. Louis has made for herself in the 
last thi-ee or four years an enviable repu- 
tation 
for the 
entertainment 
of 
con- 
Tentions. 
The 
Knights 
Templar 
held 
their triennial conclave here in 1886, and 
although the rain came down in torrents 
and ruined the great parade, the 
Ivnights 
were so hospitably entertained that 
they 
forgave the people of St. Lotiisthis visita- 
tion and went away in a very happy frame 
of mind. 
The Grand Army of the Repub- 
j lie held its grand encampment here in 
1887, and although the rain again visited 
t h e city and the boys in blue camp>ed in 
t h e parks of the city caught bad colds, 
they went away loud in their praises of 
St. Lotiis hospitality. 
The cattle men of 
t h e west organized their national associa- 
tion here; tJie lumbermen, the street rail- 
way men, even the dnmimers have held 
their conventions here, and St. Louis Is 
coming to be known as quite a «mvention 
city. 
Tiiis revolution of popular senti- 
ment is due to no changes in the atmos- 
pheric conditions. 
St. Louis is no more a 
•ummer resort than 
she was ten years 
ago. 
But many material municipal im- 
provemeits 
have 
l)eon made—improra- 
ments w'uch make life in St. Lotiis at a n j 
season much more eudurable. 
llimdreds 
of thousands of dollars have been spent 
on street 
paving. 
The ngly 
limestone 
drives, 
which 
were 
thick 
with 
dust 
in 
summer 
and 
heavy 
with 
mnd 
In the 
spring and fall 
se^isons, 
have 
been supplanted by a paving of granit« 
on the businf^ss streets and wood block 
and aaphaltum in the residence section, 
which, being well swept aud sprinkled, 
makes St. Louis almost as pretty a city 
for driving us the national capital. 
The 
citizens 
have 
now 
voted 
by 
an 
overwhelming 
majority an 
amendment 
to the city charter permitting the col- 
lection 
of 
a 
special 
tax 
for 
street 
sprinkling 
from the owners 
of 
abut- 
ting prop<>rty. 
This will assure a thor- 
ough sprinkling of the city during the 
coming summer, and remove the objection 
to St. Louis that it is a dirty city. 
An- 
other objection to St. Lotiis has been the 
heat of the city in summer. 
It has been 
hard to convince the members of national 
committees that 1876 was an exceptionally 
hot year, but the choice of a date earlier 
than 
that 
of 
any 
prior 
convention 
practically settled that objection in the 
minds 
of 
the 
Democratic 
national 
committee. 
The tiiird reason for the un- 
popularity of St. Louis with the national 
committee heretofore has been the fact 
t h a t the city had no hall adequate to t h e 
accomm<Hlation of the enormous as.sem- 
blage which a national convention always 
brings together. 
The convention of 1876 
wad held in the hall of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants" H\change, at that 
time 
larger 
than any other exchange hall iu the United 
States. 
But, though the hail was large, 
it was iH)oriy adapted to convention uses. 
The acoustic qualities of the hall are not- 
ably 
poor, 
and 
when 
the 
convention 
was held it was almost impossible for the 
8poctat^)rs t^ hear a word of what was 
said in the convention. As a consequence, 
there was great dissatisfaction among t h e 
delegates and other visitors. 
Since t h e 
convention of 
1876, however, St. Loids 
has supplied this deficiency by the erec- 
tiott of an exposition building, which, it 
is claimed, is one of the finest structures 
of its kind in the United 
Stat»^- 
The 
exposition building is really a public in- 
stitution, although it is owned by a pri- 
vate 
coriwration. 
It was proposed as 
a 
public 
institution, 
and 
the 
stock 
was 
publicly 
subscribed, 
most 
of 
the subscriptions being looked upon by 
t h e subscriterS as gifts. 
Thé list of sul^

scribers to tlie enterprise included every 
busine-ss house of any wealth or impor- 
tancMj ill the city, aud sevenil 
thousand 
individuals. 
The ground 
on which the 
building is loc^tiid 
was a public 
park 
838 by 
feet, donated to tho city for park 
purposes and 
with the cx)nsent of 
the 
heirs of the donor deeded to the St. Lonis 
Elxposition and Music Hall association by 
the city. 
It occupies two full city blocks 
and tho width of a city street which it 
cuts in two. 
It lies between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth streets, and, crossing Lo- 
cnst street, between Olive and St. Charles 
streets. 
All of this ground is cohered by 
the exposition 
building. 
Qround 
was 
broken for the structure Aug. 22, 1883. 
Work 
proc^^ed 
rapidly, about 
60,000 
yards of 
earth being removed for t h e 
foundations aud basement. It was a year, 
however, before the building was com* 
pleted, just in time for the first exposi- 
tion, which was held from Stipt. 3 to Oct. 
18, 1884 
Even then the building was 
not 
complete, for the 
Music hall was 
unfinished 
The 
company's 
money 
Ixad 
given 
out 
and 
it 
became 
necessary to obtain permission from t h e 
city to borrow more to carry on the work. 
The Music hall was completed in the en- 
suing year. 
The building has been used 
every fall since Its completion for the 
holding of the annual St Louis exposi- 
tion 
of in«itistrial 
arts, considered

finest local exhibition given in any city of 
t h e United States.

In rhetim^

naves of the building are used for fairs, 
for roller skating, etc., tho Music hall for 
grand opera, for concerts and for state 
conventions and mass meetings, and the 
smaller hall for stage entertainments of 
lighter character. 
The late John A. Lo- 
gan, on his last \isit to St. Louis, ad- 
dressed a gathering of enthusiastic Re- 
publicans in Music hall, and last r a n t e r a 
crowd of Irislimen and Irish sympathizers 
gathered there to listen to an appeal from 
Hon. Thomas P. O'Connor and Sir Arthur 
Elsmonde, representatives of 
tlie Home 
Bule p a n y in the British parlian^mt. 


The Exposition bidlding is 438 feet in 
length. 338 feet wide and 108 feet high, 
btiilt of hewn stone and solid bric kwork, 
with teira cotta and cut stone trimmings. 
About 9,000,000 brick and 600 tons of iron 
were used in its construction. 
It is two 
stories in height above a very high base- 
ment. 
In tho center of the building is 
the Music hall. 
North, east and west of 
this are long naves. 
In the north nave, 
extending from its west end to a point 80 
feet from the east end, is the Entertain- 
ment hall, as it is known. 
It is 160 by 
64 feet. 
It is cut off from the nave ex- 
cept at its west end, where there is a gen- 
eral entrance. 
The Music hall tinfortun- 
ately does not accommodate enough peo- 
ple to make it available for convention 
purposes. 
It is 130 by 200 feet and is 80 
feet high. 
Its stage capacity is 1,500 and 
its seating capacity 4,000. It has nine prin- 
cipal entrances to the main floor and three 
entrances to the gallery. 
Its seats are so 
arranged that a distinct view of the stage 
can be obtained from any one of them. Its 
acoustic qualities are of the highest order. 
It is in almost every way adapted for con- 
vention purposes, but its limited c.apacity 
precludes its use for the gathering

The power which ventilates the hall and 
which gener&tes the electricity to illumine 
it comes from a Corliss engine of 250 horse 
power, the steam for which is transmitted 
from a boiler house across the 
street, 
there being no boilers and no fire of any 
kind in the building. 
The gi-and nave has 
been used before for concerts and other 
gatherings. 
There have never been such 
extensive preparations for its uso as now, 
however. 
The national saengerfest is t o 
be held in the 
Exposition 
building in 
June, and plans are now going forward 
for the preparation of the building for 
t h e two great gatherings. 
Entrance for 
t h e delegates to the convention will be 
through the wide doorway on the Thir- 
teenth street side and through the east 
door on Olive street. 
General entrance to 
the hall will be through the west nave 
and through the two doorways on Four- 
teenth street. 
There will be two 
gal- 
leries for spectators, entrance to which 
will be from the south end of the build- 
ing and th<' gallery of the west nave, or 
from the south side of the convention 
hall. 
The s<;ats both upstairs and down- 


stairs will be so arranged as to give a 
perfect 
view 
of the convention. 
The 
acoustic properties of the hall have been 
tested bi'fore and they are known to be 
excellent. 


For caucuses and other gatherings t h e 
small entertainment hall is available. 
In 
front of it are twelve well arranged com- 
mittee rooms, while on the Olive street 
side are twelve more rooms, admirably 
adapted for simihir work. 


The situation of the Exposition building 
is favorable, as the building is convenient 
t o two lines of cable cars and three lines 
of horse cara.

AWAY off in tno wild region at tba 


northeastern part of Kentucky, where 
th* natives still wear 'coonskia cape 
in midsummer, is a county named 
Rowan. It has long been notorious 
tor its lawlessness and ite bloody fends. 
Its voting population has never ex- 
ceeded 1,100, and yet, between Au- 
gust, 1834, when a psrtisaa fend be- 
gan with the shoe ting of one Solomon 
Bradley, and June, 1R87, when there 
waa a general massacre of the leaders 
of one of the factions, there ware twen- 
ty murders and assassinations in Bow- 
so County, and sixteen wounded who 
did not die, and not a single convic- 
tion for murder, manslaughter, or 
wounding, except for the killing of on* 
man who was not identified with either 
faction. These facts are in evidence 
before a committee of the Legislature 
appointed to investigate the subject 
It found that the connty was irredeem- 
able; that the officials, except a very 
few, were'not only inefficient. bnt to- 
tally depraved And corrupt; that there 
was no healthy moral public sentiment; 
that the. remnant of sober, decent citi- 
zens was domineered over by the crim- 
inal element and corrupt officials, and 
that whisky waa sold with And without 
license m almost every part of the 
county. Even the County Judge was 
found indifferent to the impropriety of 
maintaining cordial social relations 
with persons of a highly criminal char- 
acter. Being unable to recommend 
any plan for the redemption of the 
county, which WAS declared a disgrace 
to the commonwealth, the committee 
advises that it *e abolished, and its 
territory, remanded back to the oona- 
ties from which it was formed. These 
counties protest. Oca of them says 
that it will refuse to take back any of 
tho contaminated territory. Evident- 
ly Kowan County is one of those com- 
munities which would stand in jeop- 
ardy of a judgment like urto -that 
which befell Sodom and Gomorrah, if 
the days of wrathful miracles had not 
passed awav.
